SCHOOL REPORT 


1905 : 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF SPRINGFIELD: 


As required by the law of the state, we present the 
following report of the schools in the town during the 
year just closed. 


In each of the seven divisions, two terms, one of 
ten, the other of fourteen weeks, have been maintained, 
making a total of twenty-four weeks in every division. 


The teachers have been painstaking in their work, 
and as a whole, the pupils have made commendable 
progress. 


At the beginning of the spring term, owing to cir- 
cumstances, Mrs. Wallis was engaged to teach their 
children at home, the expense not to exceed what it 
would have been to carry them to school. 


While our schools, perhaps, are not just what they 
ought to be, nor even what we would like to have them, 
yet aacording to present arrangement, we do not see 
how they can be much better. _ However, we suggest 
a few changes that we believe would be an improve- 
ment. 


1. Consolidation.—Three or four divisions, in- 
stead of seven, as there are now. If this change could 
be effected, it might result in money saved, which could 
be expended to better advantage than as heretofore. 


2. A graded school or department.—In which the 
higher English branches could be taught more success- 
fully and even some of the languages might be intro- 
duced. TJhis possibly would save tuition paid to out- 
of-town schools. 
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3. Co-operation on the part of parents and others 
. with the School Board.—While it is the duty of the 
School Board to provide conipetent teachers and suit- 
able places in which to hold the schools. it is the duty 
’ of parents and others who have the care of pupils, to see 
that their children attend every session of school during 
the term, unless prevented by sickness certified to by a 
physician or they are excused for some other cause sat- 
istactory to the School Board. Ifthe law in regard to 
this were followed strictly, there would be few, if any, 
cases of tardiness and absence—the bane of any 
school. : 

4. It might prove an advantage, if parents and 
guardians occasionally visit the schools and so find out 
for themselves what is being done in the school-room.—., 
Hearsay alone, and that often prejudiced, is not safe 
ground from which to draw conclusions. 


No farmer, nor any_other business man would hire 
a person to work for him and then send the man into 
the field or shop to work, day after day, and never go 
near to find out what he is doing and how it is being 
done. Yet this is what some parents do year after year. 
Wesubmit: Have they a right to find fault with the 
school, teacher or School Board. 


Why not visit the schools? It does seem strange 
that so little interest is taken in this subject by parents 
and others. The children are sent out of the homes in- 
to influences to which their parents and guardians ap. 
pear to be utterly indifferent. They seldom or never 
meet the: teacher, and as to visiting the school room— 
any excuse will answer for their neglect to do that. 


In conclusion, we think we aré justified in saying 
that we have done the best we could for the schools un- 
der present conditions. —
